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Bridging the Cultural Gap

Ilder Betancourt Lopez has rediscovered 
the American Dream. In an effort to educate 
others about the immigrant experience, the 
San Jose/Evergreen Community College Dis- 
trict (SJECCD) Research Analyst has made it 
his lifelong commitment to share his family’s 
story of acceptance and appreciation. In Janu- 
ary, about twenty SJECCD faculty and staff 
visited El Salvador at their own expense to 
gain an educational and global understanding 
of the challenges and struggles many immi- 


grants face. Those struggles and challenges 
are very similar to the students we serve at 
Evergreen Valley and San Jose City Colleges. 
The group toured schools and spoke to a panel 
of deportees. For Ilder Betancourt Lopez, the 
trip was very personal, as he reunited with his 
older brother, Dagoberto, who has been living 
in El Salvador for seven years. 

It started with the Civil War in 1981, 
when many Salvadoreños fled the country 
to avoid the war. One of those who fled was 
Betancourt Lopez’ mother. She left her eldest

son Dagoberto with family and moved to Los 
Angeles. When she earned enough money to 
go back to El Salvador several years later, she 
picked up Dagoberto and returned to L.A. 
to begin a life in the United States, with her 
oldest son and his new siblings. As a child, 
Dagoberto struggled with his identity as both 
a Latino immigrant and an American. As a 
teenager, Dagoberto found acceptance with 
gangs and got into some legal problems. As 
an adult, he entered the prison system, which, 
ultimately, landed him in a deportation battle. 
At just 24 years old, Dagoberto was deported 
back to El Salvador. 

Dagoberto and many others (deport- 
ees) his age formed a support system in El 
Salvador. Today they work for American 
companies located in El Salvador, while 
learning their native culture and language 


that had been unknown to them. They also 
shared those experiences with the SJECCD 
group in January and found a connection they 
could relate to. “It's been a daily struggle for 
my brother to survive; he's faced backlash 
from the El Salvadoran community, and also 
from the Americans who have hired him at 
low wages. He's living as an immigrant in 
his own country, and more than anything has 
reluctantly accepted that he will likely never 
come back to the United States,” said Ilder 
Betancourt Lopez. 

While the most emotional part of the 
trip was saying goodbye to his brother, Ilder 
Betancourt Lopez carries with him a lot of 
hope. He has channeled much of the anger 
built up inside him over the years toward the 
U.S. judicial system into actions.<>

Como parte de su celebración del “Día del Amor 
y la Amistad” y tal vez para extender a la comunidad 
el concepto de “dar” en ese día un obsequio a aque- 
llas personas que nos tocan el corazón en una u otra 
forma, el Hotel Fairmont de San José ha participado, 
por tres años en el proyecto “The Pajama Drive”, que 
consiste en recoger pijamas nuevas el 14 de febrero y 
después donarlas a niños que viven en los diferentes 
“shelters” (refugios) del Norte de California o han 
sido separados de sus padres por abuso infantil o por 
otras causas. 

“La pijama es un símbolo de amor, de cuidado y 
de comodidad”, nos dice Lina Broydo, Directora de 
Relaciones Públicas del Hotel Fairmont en San José, 
“por lo que tener una pijama nueva demuestra a estos 
niños que hay alguien que se preocupa por ellos 
haciéndoles dormir, un poquito más confortables. El 
año pasado, cuando recogimos 800 pijamas, yo le 
dije a Pallie Zambrano, la Co-Presidenta del Chapter 
en Norte de Califonia, ‘ahora ya tenemos suficientes 
pijamas para un año' y ella me dijo, *No, Lina, esto 
es sólo suficiente para dos meses””. 

Lina nos dice que la situación económica por la 
que estamos pasando ha hecho que más niños sean 
removidos de sus hogares rápidamente y con sólo la 
ropa que llevan puesta. El resultado es que cuando 
estos niños llegan a su Foster Home (el lugar donde 
viven las personas que van a cuidarlos de hoy en 
adelante), o a los refugios, estos niños no tienen nada 
que ponerse para dormir. 

“Las personas abrieron sus corazones cuando 
escucharon las historias de estoy niños”, dice Lina, 
“porque el 13 que fue el día de la colecta, ya que el 


14 el “Día del Amor y la Amistad” cayó en sábado, 
tuvimos por primera vez una congestión de autos 
frente a la puerta principal del hotel”. La directora de 
Relaciones Públicas del Hotel Fairmont, nos comenta 
que una persona que tiene una fábrica que manufac- 
tura pijamas, escuchó sobre la campaña en la radio, 
ese mismo día a las 6 a.m. fue a su fábrica, recolectó 
200 pijamas y manejó a San José. A las 7 a.m. estaba 
donándolas en el hotel. Otro ejemplo, es el de una 
señora, que no quiere que se dé su nombre, con quien 
Lina Broydo tuvo una cena para Año Nuevo. Ella le 
relató sobre la colección de pijamas que iba a realizar 
el hotel. Desde ese momento la señora comenzó a 
colectar dinero porque muchos de sus empleados no 
tenían el tiempo de ir a comprarlas. Su participación 
no se detuvo allí, ella consiguió una tienda que se las 
vendió al costo. Para el 13 su donativo consistió en 920 
pijamas. Por falta de espacio no podemos enumerar 
más historias, pero hay muchas más. 

“Nada hubiera sido posible sin la ayuda de los 
medios de comunicaciones”, nos dice Lina, “porque 
la campaña es algo que no podemos anunciarlo, por 
lo que puedo decir, que cada pijama recibida, fue 
donada por la ayuda que nos dieron los medios de 
comunicación. Ayudándonos también estuvieron las 
estudiantes de Notre Dame High School, que este año 
hicieron de éste su proyecto y tuvo la participación 
de los padres de familia y los maestros. El día de la 
entrega, 10 alumnas se presentaron en el hotel a las 6 
a.m. y estuvieron repartiendo dulces a los donantes y 
clasificando pijamas”. 

“La comunidad es muy importante para el Fair- 
mont”, agrega Lina. “Yo siempre digo que un hotel 
que no es parte de su comunidad es un hotel en el que 
las personas se hospedan, pero en el que no se sienten 
cómodos”.<>

The Day Worker Center of 


Mountain View received an Award 
of Special Recognition from the 
Santa Clara County Office of Hu- 
man Relations on February 26, 
2009 at a celebration held at the 
Wyndham Hotel in San Jose. The 
Day Worker Center was given the 
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award for its efforts at “bridging the 
community of day laborers and the 
heart of the Mountain View com- 
munity. The DWC is an outstanding 
model program that serves to foster 
good will, civic participation and 
mutual respect between the immi- 
grant community and the broader 
community where they work, serve, 
and live.” 

The Center was recognized for 
serving day workers, employers, 
and the surrounding community. 
Workers are provided with a safe 
and supportive environment in 
which to find work. Local employ- 
ers have a means to obtain casual 
labor and household help. The com- 
munity benefits from a resource that 
promotes the integration, education, 
and job skill training of immigrants 
so they can contribute more fully. 

The Day Worker Center annu- 
ally conducts several community 
service projects. In 2008, the Center 
hosted three blood drives for Stan- 
ford Blood Bank and held a clean-up 
day at the Mountain View Senior 
Center garden.<=> 
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Sesenta y nueve detenidos mu- 
rieron en las cárceles de la Oficina 
de Inmigración y Aduanas (ICE) 
entre 2004 y 2007, y la agencia aún 
carece de un sistema uniforme en el 
cuidado de salud de sus detenidos, 
según un informe. La Oficina de 
Supervisión del Gobierno (GAO, 
en inglés) divulgó el informe tras 
una investigación solicitada por los 
legisladores sobre la calidad de los 
servicios de salud de los detenidos 
en custodia de ICE, que ha sido ob- 
jeto de críticas de la prensa, grupos 
pro-inmigrantes y del Congreso. 

Tanta ha sido la preocupación 
de los líderes políticos que el Con- 
greso aprobó para el año fiscal eh 
curso dos millones de dólares para 
que ICE, que forma parte del De- 
partamento de Seguridad Nacional 
(DHS), financie una revisión inde- 
pendiente del cuidado médico que 
da a los extranjeros bajo su poder. 
Según el informe, la estructura 
institucional del ICE para proveer 
servicios de salud “no es uniforme 
en todas sus instalaciones”, si bien la 
agencia registró un aumento general 
en el nivel de gastos de salud, per- 
sonal y cantidad de servicios. 

El senador demócrata Robert 
Byrd (West Virginia) y el legislador 
David Price (Carolina del Norte, que 
presiden los subcomités de asigna- 
ciones en el Senado y la Cámara de 
Representantes, respectivamente, 
dejaron en claro que les preocupa 
la situación de los detenidos.

ambos legisladores les preocupa, 
por ejemplo, que según el informe, 
no todas las instalaciones carcelarias 
mantienen las mismas normas médi- 
cas y que ICE tampoco les exige que 
mantengan expedientes médicos 
exhaustivos sobre los detenidos o 
que entreguen informes sobre los 
servicios de salud que les ofrecen. 
Según la GAO, entre los años 
fiscales de 2003 a 2007, ICE registró 
un aumento del 47% en los gastos 
destinados a sus Operaciones y ser- 
vicios de cuidado médico, mientras 
que el promedio de su población 


diaria de detenidos incrementó en 
40% y la mayoría del incremento 
ocurrió en el año fiscal 2005. En 
el año fiscal 2007, ICE tuvo en su 
poder a más de 311,000 detenidos en 
más de 500 instalaciones, la mayoría 
en cárceles locales y estatales que 
tienen contrato con la agencia fe- 
deral. La mayoría de los extranjeros 
son enviados a tres tipos de centros 
de detenciones: ocho federales 
siete cárceles privadas con contratos 
federales y 514 prisiones locales y 
estatales que tienen acuerdos con 
ICE. EFE 


Se mantiene alerta por sequía en California 


La lluvia llegó por fin a Califor- 
nia, pero las autoridades mantienen 
el estado de emergencia por una 
de las peores sequías en la región 
en las últimas décadas. En San 
Francisco llueve prácticamente sin 
parar donde en el aeropuerto se ha 
registrado retrasos de entre 60 y 90 
minutos debido al mal tiempo. En 
el Lago Tahoe, uno de los destinos 
favoritos para los amantes del esquí 
en la región, se cuenta con un metro 
de nieve en las próximas horas y se 
requiere el uso de cadenas en los 
puertos de acceso. 

El Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger declaró el estado de emer- 
gencia en California y anunció que 
está considerando establecer cortes 
en el suministro de agua para evitar 
pérdidas en agricultura que, estimó, 
podrían alcanzar los 3,000 millones 
de dólares. “California se enfrenta a 
su tercer año consecutivo de sequía

y tenemos que prepararnos para lo 
peor, un cuarto, quinto o incluso 
sexto año”, dijo el gobernador en 
un comunicado, añadiendo que las 
últimas tormentas no son suficientes 
para salvar al estado. 

El Departamento de Recursos 
Acuíferos de California ha com- 
parado las recientes lluvias con la 
subida de las bolsas en un momento 
de debilidad generalizada en los 
mercados: ayudan, pero la base 
sigue siendo mala.

embalses del estado se encuentran a 
un 46% de su capacidad y, aunque 
febrero fue relativamente húmedo, 
enero marcó récords históricos por 
la falta de lluvia. 

California es el estado más 
poblado de EE.UU. y genera aproxi- 
madamente la mitad de la produc- 
ción de frutas y verduras de la 
nación. Según los expertos, la 
sequía amenaza con llevarse por 
delante unos 95,000 puestos de 
trabajo en la región.

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Miles de maestros seran 
despedidos en California

Los maestros de las escuelas públicas de California nuevamente 
enfrentan despidos masivos en los próximos días, lo cual, según edu- 
cadores, repercutirá negativamente en los salones de clase. El plan 
presupuestario aprobado por el Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger y 
el Legislativo hace menos de dos semanas reducirá los fondos para la 
educación desde el pre escolar hasta el décimo segundo grado en 11,600 
millones de dólares durante los próximos 14 meses. 

Esto se suma a los recortes de 3,000 millones de dólares aproba- 
dos en septiembre del año pasado. Para poder absorber los recortes, 
los distritos escolares podrían despedir a más de 165,000 maestros 
y 290,000 empleados escolares, como cocineros, consejeros y hasta 
conductores de autobuses escolares, antes de que finalice el año escolar. 
Las primeras notificaciones de despido serán emitidas el próximo 13 
de marzo, aunque varios distritos ya están cuantificando sus pérdidas. 
“Este es el número más grande de despidos de maestros en la historia 
de California”, dijo el Superintendente de Instrucción Pública Jack 
O'Connell. 

El Superintendente es parte de la Coalición de la Educación que 
está abogando para que los recortes sean rescindidos. “Es inaceptable 
que nuestras escuelas sean despojadas de recursos para educar a nuestros 
niños”, afirmó. Y es que los despidos, asegura O'Connell, aumentarán 
el número de estudiantes por clase en un 55%, poniendo a California 
en los últimos lugares en la nación en cuanto al índice de maestros por 
cada estudiante entre kindergarden a tercer grado y en el último lugar 
entre el cuarto al décimo segundo grado. 

Las reducciones también afectan la compra de libros de texto, 
computadoras y materiales, así como obligan a la eliminación de clases 
extracurriculares, como música, deportes y arte. “Los salones de clase de 
nuestros hijos están abarrotados y todos sabemos que la mejor manera de 
enseñar es en salones con menos estudiantes. Nuestros hijos están per- 
diendo oportunidades únicas para educarse y convertirse en miembros 
productivos de nuestras comunidades en un futuro”, dijo por su parte 
Estelle Lemieux, de la Asociación de Maestros de California (CTA). 

La CTA ha iniciado una agresiva campaña publicitaria con anun- 
cios de radio y carteles para denunciar los posibles despidos. También 
planea organizar diversos eventos a través del estado el 13 de marzo, 
el mismo día en que se esperan las notificaciones de despidos masivos. 
La Coalición apoya la implementación de impuestos adicionales, así 
como la Proposición 1D, la cual contempla indemnizar unos 9,000 
millones de dólares de las reducciones recientes a las escuelas públicas 
a partir del 2011. EFE

El Gobierno de México dio un paso más en su es- 
trategia para combatir a los criminales que ha desatado 
una ola de violencia en Ciudad Juárez, fronteriza con 
EE.UU. al enviar a esa urbe a mil agentes federales 
que se sumarán a los 3,000 soldados enviados el fin 
de semana. Estos refuerzos estarán vigilando Ciudad 
Juárez, urbe con 1.5 millones de habitantes, 5,000 
solados (de los cuales había 2,000), más 1,543 agentes 
federales (de los que ya estaban 543 en esa ciudad). 

Ciudad Juárez tiene una enorme movilidad trans- 
fronteriza de personas, con 200,000 cruces diarios, 
debido a la gran cantidad de industrias maquiladoras 
(ensamblaje) lo que es aprovechado por el crimen 
organizado que trafica en esta zona con drogas y 
armas. Además, en 2008 fue la urbe más violenta de 
México con 1,600 muertes de las 5,600 ocurridas en 
todo el país.

Guzmán, que le ha quitado preponderancia al de

El Presidente de México, Felipe Calderón, reemplazó al Ministro de 
Comunicaciones y Transportes, Luis Téllez, implicado en un caso de pre- 
sunto espionaje telefónico que le había puesto en evidencia públicamente. 
En la residencia presidencial de Los Pinos, Calderón agradeció su gestión 
a Téllez, una persona cercana al ex presidente Ernesto Zedillo (1994-2000), 
y presentó al politólogo Juan Molinar Horcasitas como su sustituto. 

Calderón agradeció públicamente a Téllez su trabajo al frente del 
ministerio. Ex consejero electoral y una figura muy activa en la pasada 
elección presidencial, el hasta ahora director del Instituto Mexicano del 
Seguro Social (IMSS) accede al puesto con el reto de mejorar la cobertura. 
convergencia y competencia en el sector de las comunicaciones. Además, 
el Presidente de México le encargó “ejecutar de manera eficiente” el Plan 
Nacional de Infraestructura federal para “unir de la mejor manera a los 
mexicanos e impulsar la competitividad del país” y convertirlo en una 
buena base para el comercio y la inversión. 

Téllez pasa “por su gran experiencia” a ser asesor personal de Calderón 
en asuntos económicos en un momento de crisis a la espera de conocer el 
fondo del escándalo en que está implicado.

12 de febrero cuando se difundió 
una conversación de Téllez en el año 
2006, en la que acusaba de robo al 
erario al ex presidente Carlos Sali- 
nas (1988-1994), en cuyo Gobierno 
fue subsecretario. 

Las conversaciones, que habían 
quedado grabadas en el buzón de un 
teléfono celular de una mujer con 
la que Téllez tenía contacto, fueron 
difundidas por la periodista Carmen 
Aristegui. En esas conversaciones 
Téllez, que en ese momento no era 
funcionario público, acusaba al ex 
presidente Salinas de haber “robado 
la mitad de la partida secreta”, un 
fondo que fue manejado discre- 
cionalmente por los presidentes 
mexicanos entre 1977 y 1999. Días 
más tarde la revista digital Reporte 
Indigo dio a conocer otras conversa- 
ciones telefónicas en las que Téllez, 
ya como ministro, emitía críticas 
contra funcionarios de la Comisión 
Federal de Telecomunicaciones 
(Cofetel), con quienes ha mantenido 
fuertes discrepancias. 

Tras las revelaciones el ministro 
admitió que eran reales pero calificó 
su Opinión como “indebida”, porque 
no contaba con ninguna prueba ni 
evidencia sobre actos ilícitos de 
Salinas. Posteriormente Téllez pre- 
sentó una denuncia penal por pre- 
sunto espionaje telefónico, lo que 
desató un polémico intercambio de 
acusaciones con la Cofetel. EFE 


Mexico upholds 
decriminalizing 
abortion 


A municipal ordinance de- 
criminalizing abortion in this capital 
does not violate the Mexican Con- 
stitution, the country’s Supreme 
Court ruled, rejecting challenges 
brought by the Attorney General’s 
Office and the National Human 
Rights Commission. The justices 
upheld the Mexico City ordinance 
by a vote of 8-3. “The continua- 
tion of an unwanted pregnancy has 
distinctly permanent and profound 
consequences for a woman, regard- 
less of whether she has support from 
other people in its continuation and 
later in the care and education of the 
child,” the majority said. 

Under the Mexico City legisla- 
tion, an abortion carried out within 
the first 12 weeks is not a criminal 
offense. “With this decision the Su- 
preme Court ratifies access to health 
(care) and to deciding about our 
bodies,” capital lawmaker Leticia 
Quezada said, hailing the justices’ 
ruling. One of her colleagues in the 
Mexico City municipal assembly, 
Enrique Perez, said the decision 
also gives other local governments 
a green light to decriminalize abor- 
tion. 

More than 20,000 women have 
undergone abortions in Mexico City 
since the ordinance took effect two 
years ago amid outspoken opposi- 
tion from the Catholic Church and 
the political right. The same sectors 
have been similarly vociferous in 
denouncing other social legislation 
enacted in the capital, such as an 
ordinance granting legal recognition 
to same-sex unions and another giv- 
ing terminally ill patients the right 
to refuse life-prolonging treatment.

Following 
are 10 different kinds of locations 
around Mexico where visitors from 
the U.S. have been known to tie the 
knot - some in places you’d expect, 


others in a sort of Latin fantasyland. 
At the end, you’ll find a good source 
of information on the legalities 
of swapping your wedding vows 
down south. 

Bring your alibis: Still popu- 
lar with musically minded couples 
after all these years is the Hotel 
California in Todos Santos, about 
an hour’s ride from Cabo San Lucas 
in Baja California. Some say it’s 
The Hotel California, the one in the 
Eagles’ song from the ‘70s. Some 
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say it isn’t - but it’s still a fun place 
to trade your I do's. 

Vows on a pyramid: Getting 
hitched atop the immense Mayan 
pyramid at Coba out in the Yucatan 
jungle is a real high. But be prepared 
to shell out hefty tips to the person 
performing the ceremony and to the 
four official witnesses (required by 
Mexican law) for climbing up the 
140-foot-high pyramid.

luxury it’s hard to beat the La Casa 
Que Canta overlooking Zihuatanejo 
Bay. Nuptial-minded couples have 
been coming to this Pacific Shangri- 
La ever since Andy Garcia and Meg 
Ryan burned up the screen in shots 
filmed at the hotel in the 1994 hit, 
When a Man Loves a Woman. 

Packages, packages: Among 
numerous hotels specializing in 
weddings around Puerto Vallarta is 
the Grand Velas All Suites & Spa 
Resort on the Riviera Nayarit. Here, 
guests enjoy amenities ranging from 
exotic spa treatments to “bridal boot 
camps.” Wedding packages at the 
Grand Velas range from $1,800 to 
$19,850. 

Underground alters: An- 
cient ceremonial caves thought to 
be paths to the legendary Mayan 
afterworld draw some couples to 
these sites near Merida on the west 
side of the Yucatan. If bats, spiders, 
scorpions and the like turn you off, 
“wet” marriages can be arranged in 
the underground streams and rivers 
criss-crossing the peninsula. 

The first church: Wedding 
mates can recite their vows on the 
spot where California couples tied 
the knot for the first time over 300 
years ago. It’s in Loreto, a town on 
the east coast of Baja California

In the pink: If old churches turn 
you on, think about hitching up in 
the mountain town of San Miguel 
de Allende’s landmark La Parroquia 
(also known as the Church of St. 
Michael the Archangel). This pink 
granite beauty, built in 1683, is 
recognized as one the country’s best 
examples of colonial architecture. 

A little insurance: Thinking 
about having a family? Consider 
getting wed on a site full of the 
sacred alters, shrines and temples 
of Ixchel, the Mayan fertility god- 
dess. Her sanctuary is on the island 
of Cozumel - nowadays famous as 
a diving mecca - about 12 miles 
off the Caribbean beaches of the 
Riviera Maya. 

Before heading south, you 
should be aware of Mexico's laws 
on civil and religious ceremonies, 
rules on blood tests and the docu- 
ments required for divorced and 
widowed persons.
